B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act shall be cited as the Irish Education Amendment Short title. 

Act, 1894. 

2. The term “the principal Act” means the Irish Education Definition. 
Act, 1892. 

3. Sections one to fourteen inclusive of the principal Act shall 
10 apply to every place, notwithstanding that such place may not be principal Act 
a municipal borough or a town or township under commissioners, to other 
and where the place may not he a municipal borough or a town or 
township under commissioners the guardians of the Poor law 
Union within which the place is situate shall be the local authority 
15 of the place prescribed for the purposes of the principal Act. 

4. Sub-section (2) of section fifteen of the said Act shall be and Repeal, 
the same is hereby repealed. 

5. This Act shall come into operation on the first day of January 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, except that a school 
20 attendance committee may he appointed, and regulations for its 
guidance may he framed at any time after the passing of tins Act.
